Terminal Disclaimer 

1. The terminal disclaimer filed on 12/11/08 disclaiming the terminal portion of any 
patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of 
U.S. Patent No. 5,832,165 has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimer 
has been recorded.

2. Claims 1-2, 4-7, 13-25,64-84,86-89,93-104, 106-109, and 1 13-1 17 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record (Tiefenthaler) fails to teach or fairly suggest an input waveguide comprising an 
optical material having a refractive index ns and a thickness of between 0.5 mm and 
about 5mm and a spacing layer comprising an optical material having a refractive index 
r\4, where n4<n2 and n4<n3, the spacing layer having a thickness selected to optimize 
evanescent coupling of light from the input waveguide into the waveguide film, in 
combination with the remaining features and elements of the claimed invention.
